Longacre’s  long  resume 

Pennsylvania  born  James  Barton  Longacre  w  as  the  chief  engraver  of  the 
United  States  Mint  from  1844  to  1879.  During  his  35  year  stay  Longacre 
was  involved  in  creating  many  of  the  most  memorable  coins  in 
American  history. 

Among  the  coins  Longacre  designed  and  engraved  are  the  Flying  Eagle 
and  Indian  Head  cent,  the  2-cent  coin,  the  silver  and  copper-nickel  3- 
cent  coins.  Shield  5-cent  coin,  the  Cornet  and  Indian  Head  gold  dollars 
the  Indian  Head  $3  coin  and  the  Cornet  S2()  double  eagle.

October  14,  1936.  nine  coin  eolleeiors  met  at  the  oftlee  of  Albert  J. 
focld  m  Des  Moines.  Iow  a  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Des  Moines 
Coin  Club,  barber  on  April  2,  1935  Mr.  Todd,  Mr.  Raymond  Wiley, 

Mr.  R.  b.  MeClain.  Mr  barl  M.  Cole  and  Mr.  Wallace  Miller  had 
informally  met  to  share  their  eolleeting  interests.  These  men  continued 
to  meet  from  time  to  time  until  the  October  14'^  meeting.  Of  the  nine 
persons  present  at  the  meeting.  Three  became  members  that  evening. 
Mr.  .Art  Kagin  soon  joined  and  became  member  number  13.  Mr.  Ray 
\\  iley  was  elected  President  and  became  member  number  1. 
Membership  dues  were  declared  to  be  SI  .00  per  year  and  eight  persons 
paid  .25  cents  each  for  the  remainder  of  1936.  One  dollar  was  paid  for 
membership  w  hich  left  a  balance  of  .10  cents  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  at  years  end. 

In  the  years  1937  -  1940,  R.b.  McClain,  Milton  Radkc,  A.R. 
Goodman  and  Dr.  M.M.  Hanson  served  as  presidents.  Art  Kagin  was 
Secretary/Treasurer  in  1938. 

b.xhibits  and  auctions  were  an  important  part  of  early  club  meetings. 
Displays  at  one  meeting  included  a  Grobrecht  dollar  and  pattern  half 
dollar  in  proof  condition.  Meetings  included  a  drawing  for  door  prizes 
which  included  1937  and  1938  proof  sets. 

Notes  of  the  May  12,  1938  meeting  indicate  that  a  previously 
postponed  State  meeting  would  be  held  in  Iowa  City  on  June  12'^ 

The  club  roster  in  1948  showed  62  members  who  were  meeting 
monthly  at  the  old  Des  Moines  Y.M.C.A.  Today  the  longest  term 
member  is  Oscar  Calkins  who  became  a  member  that  year  after 
discovering  a  three  legged  buffalo  nickel  in  vending  machine  change. 

The  club  commemorated  its  60"’  anniversary  by  producing  a  bronze 
medallion.  Also  that  year,  1996,  the  Iowa  Sesquicentennial  was  noted 
w  ith  a  4  piece  wooden  nickel  set  in  contrasting  colors  In  1999  a  tour 
denomination  elongated  set  and  a  five  piece  elongated  State  quarter  set 
were  produced  for  the  club.  In  2004  wooden  quarters  were  distributed 
at  the  November  club  show. 

The  club  has  sponsored  a  fall  show  for  many  years  and  was,  in  2006, 
host  club  for  the  INAshow.

C  harles  K.  Barber 


By:  Rev.  I  rank  II.  (ireteman.  liishop 

Charles  E.  Barber  ( 1 840-19 17),  the  sixth  Chief  Engraver 
of  the  United  States  Mint,  was  born  in  London  in  1840. 

He  learned  this  highly  exaeting  profession  from  his  father 
William  Barber,  who  in  turn  had  been  taught  steel  engra\  ing  by  his 
father,  John  Barber.  William,  the  father  of  C'harles,  had  been  the 
fifth  Chief  Engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint,  and  the  son, 
Cliarles,  was  an  assistant  to  him  for  ten  years,  before  he  sueeeeded 
him  when  the  older  died  in  1 879.  Charles  then  held  this  position 
until  his  death  in  1917 - a  period  of  38  years. 

Charles  E.  Barber  was  of  the  “old  sehool"  of  eoin  designers.  As 
eoin  makers  had  done  before  him,  he  eut 
his  dies  by  hand,  using  the  gouges  and 
ehisels  of  his  trade.  About  the  year  1900, 
an  elaborate  die-eutting  pantograph 
machine  was  developed,  which  made  use 
of  greatly  enlarged  model  of  a  coin,  which 
the  designer  had  first  sculptured.  While 
this  machine  has  eliminated  much  of  the 
labor  of  die  making,  the  artist  still  had  to 
finish  the  detail  of  the  coin  by  hand. 

Barber,  less  adept  at  this  new  kind  of 
sculpturing,  is  more  famous  for  his  great 
ability  as  a  steel  engraver. 

His  First  Accepted  Design - I  he  ”  Nickel 

Barber’s  first  accepted  design  was 
the  so-called  “V”  nickel  ( 1 893- 
1913),  a  five  cent  piece  with  the 
Barber  liberty  head,  the  first 
change  in  coinage  in  24  years.  His 
triumph  was  short  li\  ed.  He  had 
indiscreetly  omitted  the  word  “five  cents”  from  the  eoin,  and  these 
five  cent  pieces  were  at  once  gilded,  and  passed  off  as  half  eagle 
(S5.00  gold  pieces).  A  hub  was  hastily  prepared,  w  ith  the  word 
“cents”  added,  so  we  find  these  two  \  ariet\  's  in  1883. 
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I  lit'  Silxer  C Oitis  Dcsijined  l)y  C  harles  K.  liarher 
The  .50  cent,  .25  eeiil  and  the  .11) 
cent  coin  series  of  regular  mint 
issues  of  U.  S.  coins  ( 1892  -1916) 
are  frequently  called  the  “Barber 
Head"  coins.  Although  Barber  was 
acclaimed  for  his  threat  talent  in 
portraying  actual  persons  on  his  medals,  the“Barber  Head”  is 
probably  a  product  of  his  creative  imagination  —  A  young 
woman's  head  symbolizes  liberty  and  peace. 

The  Columbian  E.xposition  Half  Dollar - the  first  United 

States  Commemorative  coin  ever 
issued  (1892-1893).  The  bust 
of  Columbus  on  the  obverse  is  by 
-3^  Barber,  and  the  representation  of 
his  Flagship,  the  Santa  Maria, 
above  two  hemispheres,  on  the 
reverse,  is  by  G.  T.  Morgan  an 

assistant  of  Barber’s.  These  coins  were  first  sold  at  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago  during  1893. 

The  Isabella  Quarter  Dollar,  has  been,  to  this  date,  the  only 
commemorative  United  States  coin  of  this  denomination  (25  cents) 
ever  issued.  The  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  of  the  Columbian  ^ 

Exposition  petitioned  for  this 
soLiv  enir  coin,  and  authority  to  mint 
it  was  given  March  3,  1893.  The 
rare  coin,  designed  by  the  subject  of 
this  exhibit,  Charles  Barber,  has  crowned  bust  of  Queen  Isabella  of 
Spain  on  the  obverse.  It  is  the  only  United  States  coin  ever  minted 
to  depict  a  foreign  monarch.  On  the  reverse  is  a  kneeling  female 
with  distaff  and  spindle,  emblematic  of  woman’s  industiy.  Only 
24,214  coins  of  this  issue  were  minted  compared  to  2,5()(),4()5 
Columbian  half  dollars  issued  in  1892-1893  for  this  exposition. 

The  Lafayette  Dollar  ( 19()()).  The  heads  of  Washington  and 
Lafayette  appear  on  the  obverse  ot  this  coin — and  it  was  the  only 
commemorative  coin  ot  the  one  dollar  denomination,  and  the  lirst 


autliorizcd  United  Slates  eoin  to 
bear  tlie  portrait  of  one  of  our 
Presidents.  The  statue  on  the 
reverse  is  similar  to  the  monument 
of  (Jeneral  Lafayette,  whieh  was 
ereeted  in  Paris,  as  a  gift  of  the 

Ameriean  people.  The  Panama  Paeifie  E.xposition  Half  Dollar 
(1915  S)  was  designed  by  Charles  E.  Barber  for  the  exposition  held 
in  San  Franciseo  in  1915  to  eelebrate  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal.  Struek  at  the  San  Franeiseo  Mint,  they  were  the  first  eoins 
of  the  United  Stales  to  earry  the  motto  “In  Ciod  We  Trust” — 
above  the  eagle.  On  the  obverse  is  a  representation  of  Columbia 
with  the  Golden  Gate  in  the  background.  Only  27,134  of  these 
commemorative’s,  of  which  in  uncirculated  condition,  arc 
now  quite  rare. 

Other  Barber  Coins  and  Medals. 

Although  they  are  not  part  of  this  exposition,  it  is  appropriate  to 
mention  that  Charles  E.  Barber’s  fame  as  a  desiuner  is  not 
restricted  to  “Nickel  and  Silver  Coins”  only. 

He  was  also  the  designer  of  the  “Stella . the  rare  $4.00  gold 

piece,  the  Eouisiana  Jefferson  and  McKinley  gold  dollars,  the 
Eewis  and  Clark  exposition  gold  dollars,  several  Indian  Peace 
Medals,  medals  of  Garfield  and  Ailhur,  as  well  as  others  of  less 
significance.  Finally,  we  must  not  forget  to  mention,  that  he  was 
also  the  designer  of  the  “Great  Seal  of  the  United  States”,  with 
which  we  are  all  familiar. 


Note  from  the  Editor 

In  Reverend  Greteman’s  article  he  incoiTcetly  attributes  the  design 
of  the  “Great  Seal  of  the  United  States”  to  Charles  E.  Barber.  The 
(beat  Seal  was  designed  long  before  Charles  Barber  was  born. 
Charles  Tomson  designed  the  (b  eat  Seal  of  the  United  slates  in 
June  of  1 782.  Several  desiizn  chanues  ha\  e  been  made  since  then. 
Howev  er,  Charles  E.  Barber  did  pattern  the  rev  erse  design  of  the 
dime,  quarter  and  half  dollar  ( 1892-1916)  after  the  rev  erse  of  the 
“(ireal  Seal  of  the  United  Slates”.

States  that  C  harles  1:.  Barber  reterred  to  lor  his  design  on  the 
rex  erse  of  the  dime,  quarter  and  half  dollar  ( I  cS92- 1  d  1 6).

In  1980,  the  P  mint  mark 
made  its  debut  on  the  Roosevelt  dime,  Washington  quarter  dollar  and 
Kennedy  half  dollar,  and  reappeared  on  the  Jefferson  5-eent  coin.  The 
Saeagawea  dollar  has  featured  the  P  mint  mark  since  its  2()()0  birth.

Standing  Liberty  Quarters 

1916  A  year  of  change 


D)16  was  a  year  of  changes  in  coin  designs,  not  only  with  the  quarter, 
but  also  with  the  dime  and  halfdollar.  From  1892  until  1916  the  Charles 
F.  Barber  designed  dime,  quarter  and  halfdollar  reigned  as  the  minor 
coinage  of  the  day. 

In  1915  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  requested  a  change  be  made  in 
the  designs  of  the  dime,  quarter  and  half  dollar  that  would  be  different 
from  each  other  and  would  meet  the  artistic  designs  of  the  coins  of 
many  of  the  foreign  countries  at  the  time.  The  three  new  coin  designs 
would  make  their  debut  in  1916. 

The  new  design  on  the  dime  and  halfdollar 
were  prepared  by  Adolph  A.  Weinman.  The 
obverse  design  on  the  dime  was  that  of  a 
winged  Liberty  and  on  the  Half  Dollar  of  a 
Walking  Liberty. 

The  Standing  Liberty  quarter  was  designed 
by  Hermon  A.  Me  Neil  and  depicted  Miss 
Liberty,  standing,  on  the  obverse  and  an 
.America  Bald  Eagle,  in  flight  on  the  reverse. 

Miss  Liberty  is  shown  in  full  figure  holding, 
on  her  left  arm,  a  shield  of  protection  and  in 
her  right  hand  she  holds  an  olive  branch  a 
symbol  of  peace.  The  word  Liberty  is  above 
her  head  and  the  date  is  at  her  feet.  “In  God  We  Trust”  is  on  the  walls  to 
either  side  of  her.  Miss  Liberty  is  shown  with  her  right  breast  e.xposed 
on  the  1916  and  1917  variety  1  quarters.  On  the  reverse  of  the  1916  and 
1917  variety  I  of  the  standing  liberty  quarter  the  eagle  was  shown  with 
no  stars  beneath  the  eagle.  In  1917  the  design  was  changed  to  show  Miss 
Liberty  with  her  right  breast  now  covered  with  chain  mail  and  on  the 
reverse  the  eagle  was  moved  up  in  the  field  and  three  stars  placed 
beneath  the  eagle  creating  what  is  referred  to  as  the  variety  II  of  the 
standing  liberty  quarter.  It  has  been,  mistakenly,  thought  the  changes  to 
cover  .Miss  Liberty’s  right  breast  came  about  from  a  public  outcry  that 
the  coin  was  obscene.  In  fact  the  changes  were  made  to  improve  the 
striking  of  the  coin  to  better  bring  up  the  detail  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse. 

The  1916  Standing  Liberty  quarter  was  struck  late  in  the  year  and  there 
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was  a  mintage  ofonly  52,()()()  pieces  making  the 
1916  Standing  Liberty  quarter  a  rare  issue.  It  also 
appears  not  many  of  the  new’  quarters  were  saved  in 
new  condition.  This  would  change  in  the  follow  ing 
year,  1917,  with  the  issue  of  8,74(),()()()  quarters 
being  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  a  mintage 
of  1,509, 200  struck  at  the  Denver  mint  and  another 
1916  Obverse  1,952,00  minted  in  San  Francisco.  It  appears,  also, 
that  w  ith  the  greater  number  of  quarters  available  that  many  more  of  the 
1917  were  saved  in  new  condition.  This  appears  to  be  the  reason  the 
1917  variety  1  quarter  is  readily  available  in  new  condition  and  is  a 
popular  type  coin  among  collectors.  Due  to  the  tact  that  the  standing 
liberty  quarters  were  typically  w'cakly  struck  it  became  apparent  that  any 
quarter  w  ith  a  full  strike,  especially  with  full  head  detail,  was  rarer  than 
the  w'caker  struck  issues.  Standing  Liberty  quarters,  with  full  head  detail, 
are  in  greater  demand  than  their  weaker  struck  counterparts,  therefore 
creating  a  premium  over  the  weaker  struck  coins.  One  of  the  other 
drawbacks  of  the  standing  liberty  quarter  was,  that  because  of  the  date 
area  being  raised  higher,  the  date  wore  off  fairly  quickly.  In  1925  this 
area  of  the  date  was  slightly  low'ered  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  the  date 
from  wearing  away  so  quickly. 

Along  w  ith  the  1916  standing  liberty  quarter 
another  date  is  also  a  great  rarity.  In  1918  the 
obverse  die  from  1917  was  repunehed  with  an  eight 
over  the  last  seven  creating  what  is  known  as  an 
over-date.  The  1 9 1 8/7  S  was  struck  at  the  San 
Francisco  Mint.  This  particular  issue  was  not 
publicly  known  until  1937.  In  a  sale  in  December 
1937  a  1918/7  S  standing  liberty  quarter  sold  for 
1916  Reverse  the  huge  sum  of  S26.25.  The  coin  was  in  brilliant 
uneireulated  condition.  The  number  minted  is  an  unknown,  but  dies  used 
during  the  minting  process  typically  struck  3,()()()  to  1 5,(K)0  coins,  but 
the  life  of  a  rew  orked  die  was  considerably  less  than  one  that  had  not 
been  reworked.  It  is  apparent  by  the  high  prices  that  the  1918/7  S  brings 
in  auctions  that  very  few  survived.  Also  due  to  the  fact  the  1918/7  S  was 
not  recognized  until  the  late  1930s  it  is  probable  that  a  lot  of  the  ov  er¬ 
dates  were  worn  off  and  unreadable. 

On  today’s  market  a  1918/7  S  Standing  Liberty  quarter,  in  mint  state  60 
commands  a  price  of  $20,000.00  or  more.  This  makes  the  1918  7  S 
quarter  even  more  pricy  than  the  1916  Standing  Liberty  quarter  in  the 
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same  mint  state  grade.  In  a  grade  of  mint  state  64 
w  ith  full  head  detail  a  161  S/7  S  quarter  ean 
eommand  a  priee  of  $  1  75,()()0.()()  or  more.  A  1916 
standing  liberty  quarter  in  the  same  mint  state  grade 
w  ill  eommand  a  price  in  the 
532,000.00  range.  With  the 
e.xception  of  the  1916  and 
1 9 1  S/7  S  ,  a  collector  can 
I*)!?  I'ype  II  Obv  assemble  a  set  of  standing 
liberty  quarters,  in  fine  condition,  for  a  fairly 
reasonable  price.  If  collectors  desire  to  purchase 
a  standing  liberty  quarter  as  a  type  coin  they  can 
do  so  for  very  little  money.  In  grades  of  fine  or  very  I9I7  Type  1 1  Rev 
fine  for  $15.00  or  less.  In  a  nice  grade  of  about  uncirculated  the  price 
w  ill  be  around  575.00  and  in  mint  state  60  one  can  be  purchased  for 
about  $  1 50.00. 

The  Standing  Liberty  quarter,  along  with  the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar 
are  two  of  the  United  States  most  beautiful  silver  eoins.
